The seed is scattered on 
the surface of freshly worked 
land by hand and raked in by 
hand with a garden rake and if a 
light roller is available it should 
be used after raking the seed in. 
Tf weeds grow in the lawn before 
the grass beemes established. the 
lawn mower should be used to 
keep them down, but if weeds are 
not bad the lawn should be left 
without cutting during the first 
season to give the grass a better 
opportunity, to develop rot sys- 
tem. ;
